DXpedition 2011 Spratly Islands - Update report 10 July 2010 - (edited) The Team headed by 
Chris Dimitrijevic, VK3FY, continues to work towards completing a range of matters mainly 
related to the logistics that go with such a large and prolonged DXpedition on a remote island. 


A multi-national group of up to 30 amateur radio operators from eleven countries will reach 
Thitu Island in the South China Sea by boat in three dedicated teams to put DXODX on air
